H e w ay In a way the spokesman for 
m illio n s of a is 
fellow-soldiers 
and 
co u n try m e n in th a t he thus briefly 
sum m ed up the opinion of the nation. 
W ith th e coming of the war in Rus­ 
sia, F ra n c e and England, each of these 
g o v e rn m e n ts handled the problem in 
c h a ra c te ristic m anner and the peoples 
resp o n d ed after a fashion most illum­ 
in a tin g a s to national character.

GERMAN SOMME SMASHES 
SUFFER FROM AERO LACK 
PARIS, Oct. 21.—The Germans ap­ 
parently are trying to regain their in­ 
itiative on the Somme. Repeated terr* 
lfic efforts have been delivered by th® 
Teutonic forces during the past fewr 
days with heavy expenditure of am­ 
munition. 
Each of these blows was 
shattered one after another, says tho 
French official report today. 
Tile French are slowly but surely 
winning 
their 
objectives 
on

Somme- namely, heights, railways and 
important highway 
Junctions. 
The 
Germans are suffering from greatly in­ 
ferior work by the aerial branch of 
warfare on the Somme. 
As rapidly as the German airmen 
appear along the Anglo-French front 
they are driven hack.

In several instances during the [last 
few days the Germans spread a curtain 
tire over vacant ground, wasting shells 
lavishly for a lengthy period, either be­ 
cause of poor range directions by avi­ 
ators or because of nervousness on 
the part of commanders fearing that 
an attack w as expected from that quar­ 
ter. 
French officials declare 
that

have learned that tile Germans are 
systematically trying to creat the im­ 
pression that France has become worn 
out by twenty-seven months of war.
